Dear Hal: 

I am sending you this collection of correspondence 
With the thought that some of it may prove usefull. 
as a reference in writting your book on the Autopsy 
or perhaps of just general interest. 

The Western letters, 1 think prove that two types of 
Western 6.5 ammo existed. One that could penetrate 
without showing too much deformation and one type 
such as was actually loaded into the Oswald Rifle 
( and of the type which I tested ) and which will 
badly deform or fragment While passing through the 
target. It may be possible that some of those who 
tested this bullet used the wrong type. In any case, 
either type of bullet would have passed completely 
through the Presidents body and not have later been 
found at the hospital. 

Also enclosed, is my last correspondence with Dr. Fisher, 
along with some of his previous letters. In Thompsons 
book he suggest that the throat wound may have been caused 
by a bone fragment from the skull. I seriously doubted 
this possibility myself and Dr. Wecht concurs. There 
seems to be no explanation for the lack of metalic traces 
ont the collar front and tie. After numerous attempts, 

I finally contacted Dr. Humes but he has chosen not to 
reply. 

Another series is from my suspects file. Apparently 
none of the suspect cars reported in the radio- logs 
were every^ investigated except for the one driven by 
D. W. House, on which there is an FBI report. I have 
been very much interested in CE 237 and the fact that 
if we believe the testimony of Lees mother, 237 is 
a fake. The last group of letters concern my effort 
to get a response from the Attorney General concerning 
the evidence which shows other suspects were detained 
but about which there are no reports in evidence.
